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October  production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States^ estimated  at  53? Pro, 000 
gallons,  x^as  the  highest  on  record  for  the  month  except  for  October  19A6,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.  This  xjas  10  percent  larger  than  in  October  last  year  and 
16  percent  greater  than  the  1952-56  average  for  the  month. 

Production  decreased  10  percent  from.  September  to  October,  compared  xjith  a 12- 
percent  decline  at  this  tim.e  in  1957  and  a l6-percent  drop  betx-jeen  the  5-year 
averages  for  these  months.  Average  temperatm-es  during  October  xjere  above  nor.mal 
in  most  of  the  North  Central  Regions  and  tlxs'V/est,  and  x-^ere  belox-j  normal  in  the 
remainder  of  the  country.  - 

The  cumulative  Januar^’’-October  production  of  ice  cream  xiras  up  1 percent  from 
that  of  the  sarae  months  last  year  and  7 percent  from  the  5-year  average  of  the 
period. 

Increases  in  production  from  October  1957  in  all  regions  varied  from  5 percent 
in  both  the  West  North  Central  and  the  Mountain  to  20  percent  in  tlie  Pacific, 
California's  output  xras  '23  percent  greater.  Production  x^as  8 percent  larger  in 
both  the  Nort.h  Atlantic  States  and  the  "East  7Iorth  Central.  A 16-percent  gain 
occxxrred  in  Pennsylvania,  X'jhile  unchanged  output  xxras  shox^jn  in  Nexir  York.  Sharp  in- 
creases of  1)4  and  16  percent,  respectively,  X'Xere  indicated  in  the  South-  A.tlantic 
and  the  South  Central  Regions,  xjhere  output  x^as  larger  in  all  states  except  West 
Y irginia . 

Compared  x-jith  the  5-year  October  average,  gains  in  production  in  all  regions 
ranged  from  1 percent  in  the  South  Central  to  32  percent  in  the  Pacific,  Output  Xrjas 
16  percent  larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  States,  Production  x-jas  20  percent  greater 
in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  South  Atlantic,  Increases  of  5 and  9 
percent,  respectively,  xr-rere  shox^m  in  the  ''Nest  North  Central  Region  and  the  Mountain.

States  during  October  - according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  This  output  was  l5 
percent  larger  than  in  October  a year  ago  and  39  percent  greater  than  the  1952-56 
average  for  the  month.  In  the  first  10  months  of  1958,  production  was  1 percent 
above  the  same  months  in  1957  and  was  I|.l  percent  larger  than  the  1952-56  average 
for  the  period. 

Ice  milk  production  gains  from  October  1957  were  sharp  in  the  West  North 
Central  and  Western  States.  Moderate  advances  occurred  in  the  remainder  of  the 
country  except  for  a moderate  decline  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  Production 
declined  27  percent  between  September  and  October  compared  with  23  percent  in  1957 
and  a seasonal  drop  of  25  percent  between  the  5-year  averages  for  these  months.
